‘The attention of the Government of India has again been called to the question by 
the proceedings of (xo Frenchmen who visited Bahrein in 1903 with the intention of 
prospecting the pearl fisheries round the island, ‘The Chief of Babrein refused to entertain 
their proposals, but reported that they are taking steps to procure from Europe the 
means of conducting fishing operations, No immediate uction is necessary, but having 
regard to the serious nature of the situation which would arise if interlopers commenced 
tiie sre ‘on pearl banks in reepect of which the tribes would look to us to defend

2. The approximate limits of the pearling zrounds in the neighbourhood of the Arab 
littoral are indicated on the inclosed copy of a chart of the Gulf, Th addition to those 
marked, there are also shoals in the neizhbourhood of Kharak Island, an‘ at other points 
along the Persian coast, which ore regularly exploited, and frequently yield cousiderable 
returns, We are immediately concerned, however, ouly with those lying on the Arabian 
side of the Gulf. Along this cosst Tie the territories of the several Trucial Chiefs, the 
Peninsula of El Katr, the Island of Babrein, the Turkish Province of Hl Hassa, and the 
sdomainss of the Sheikh of Koweit. ‘The pearl hanks appear from time immemorial to have 
heen open, without distinction, ta the Arabs of the entire littoral; and though there are 
no definite inter-tribal limits, the external boundaries of the fisheries are well knowa, 
Tntrasion is resented; the principal Chiefs have in the past expressed the view that the 
fisheries are common property, and that no Chief has therefore the right to grant any 
Concession to outside parties; and, believing as they do that the shallower waters are 
deperident on the deeper for their supply of shells, their objections relate not. only to 
interference on the shoals which are habitually fished by their dependents, hut also to the 
exploitation of the deeper waters beyond. 

3. His Mojesty’s Government are aware of the close relations which exist between 
the Arabs of this coast and the Indian Government. Since 1843 we hive held from the 
‘Trucial Chiefs agreements to refrain from any breach of the peace at sen, nnd in 189% the 
Sheiklis concluded fresh compacts, binding themselves not to enter into avy Agreement or 
‘correspondence with any Power other than the British Government ; not to consent, 
excep! with the permission of the British Government, to the residence within their 
territories of the Agent of auy other State; and not to. cede, sell, martsage, vr otherwise 
zive oveujsition of any portion of their territories, save. to the British Government. In 
respect of Ki} Katy, wo huve at precent no formal Conventions, We have declined, 
however, to recognize Turkish pretensions ov the peninsula, and the leading Chivt. has on

WITH reference to my letter dated the Vth March, I have the hovour to. report 
that M. Joseph Dumas, who had arrived iy Buskire from Babrein on the 24th instant, 
called on me yesterlay, heating a letter of introduction from the French Viee-Consul at 
Bushire 

Apparently he wished for assistance from nie, After assaring me that he had no’ 
political motives for coring to Bahrein, he broached the question of pearldiving, He 
said that he understood from people in Babrefn that fishing for pearls was open to wll, and 
he said thot he proposeil to embark in the enterprise. He said that he knew that if he 
appronched 1 ef of Bubrein on the subject, the Chief would refer him to 
the Assistint Political Agent, wlio \ould sefer hit to me, and he had, therefore, come to me. 
Ho bd no dos 0 the Fights of the native pearl divers, but proposed to operate 
i water ive divers having no mechanical diving appliinces eould not 
work, 

J explained to M. Damas that the pearl banks were the common property of the 
const Arabs, and that the Chief of Babrein had no right to give any one permissions. to 
tke part in the diving operations ; that although he, ML Dumas, might say that 
his operations carried on in. the dlevp Waters would not in any wi the pearl banks 
where the natives dived, the Arabs themselves would probably not share such an opi 
‘and I hi Tittle doubt that the interference of foreigners armed with diving appliances 
Would meet with the active opposition of the Arabs and would certainly be attended with 
wat visk. 

2% M. Duinas then referred to another enterprise which he hud in his mind, namely, 
i atcitiehinieh service fhe landing cargo in the Rahrein Harbour and conveying passengers 
between Manonat ond Mutiwrag. He said thint he had nor mentioned this project to any 
one in Bahrein us he feared that others might anvicipate hin and he wished to be first in 
thie field.

As these Regzadehs have in this ease supported the views of the authorities of 
Azerbaijan and rendered considerable service in the arrest of Mir Ghatar, it should be 
made on opportunity for recognizing and appreciating the services which they haye 
rendered to the State, rather than to visit them with punishment that might in the

It is believed that 
his motives are not wholly disinterested, as the profits which he derives from such 
concentrations are, according to populas belief, not inconsiderablo, and, in view of the 
protests which have been made from several quarters, pointing out the danger of 
introducing these men into the city when the possibility of an outbreak of cholera is 
not remote, itis scarcely probable that the camp will be formed.

M, Laronee says that it is as 
much as he expected it would be, but I think he is a little disappointed at the failure 
of what was, toa great extent, his own scheme. He is of opinion that the measures 
proposed will be sufficient to Keep Goguyer quiet as regards his writings against. the 
Sultan and Oman Government, but is grieved to find that his conntryman’s 
supporters are still possessed of so much influence with the Foreign Minister.

~ 1 HAVE the honour to transmit herewith copy-of a note which, on receipt of your 
Lodship's despatch No, 87 of the drd ultimo, Taddressed to the Persian Government 
on the state of Arabistan. Your Lordship will observe from earlier despatches that 1 
ad already made representations in comicetion with the attack on the * Shushan” and 
the generally-disturted condition of the country, and that these had resulted in the 
issue of ordrs to the Sheikh of Moliauimeral to police as a provisional measure the 
Upper Karun from Band-i-Kir to Shelilich, the port of Shuster. ‘The inclosed copy of 
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despatch from His Majesty's Consul at Molinmmerah will show that this lias now been 
doue, and that order has been restored in the Shuster district, 

Whilst, therefore, reproducing in my note the language of your Lordship's despatch, 
Thave at the same time expressed satisfaction at the adoption of this measure, 

Thaye had at the same time the honour to receive a semi-oficial letter dated the 
3rd June from Sir 7. Sandereon, directing me to submit some suggestions and obser 
tions, either semi-officially or in 'a despatelt, on a Memorandum by Barl Perey, in which 
the latter recommends thit I should propose to the Persian Government the constitution 
of a properly trained force under our supervision,” or, as Sir 'T, Sanderson puts it, 
“oval levies of tribecinen to be Commanded! by British offers.” 

Thave the honour, therefore, to lay before your Lordship the following reasons for 
thinking that a direct proposal. ‘such as that recommended by Barl Posey is not the 
est method of attaining the object in view = 

1, Itmay be regarded as certain that the Shah and his present Ministers would 
most strongly demur to it, ‘The late Shah, who was.a more vigorous and more for- 
seeing Ruler, and who actually asked His Majesty's Government to provido him with 
British officers, might have been made to realize that the existence of such a force as 
is now suggested would, hy binding together British and Persian interests in the south, 
strengthen rather than weaken the Rajar dynasty, A Statomman of broad and Buropean 
views such as the Jate Emin-ed-Dowleh, or even the Atabeg in his younger and more 
courageous days, might have seen in it both a lever for increasing the control of 
‘Tehran in the south, a counterpoise to the Cossack Brigade in the north of Persia, and 
a pledge of continued active British interest in the integrity of tho Persian ruonarchy. 
But with a feeble, ignorant, and intensely suspicious Sovereign, and a I'rine Minister 
who has never been out of Persia, and has no real grasp of foreign polities, and no idea 
of then beyond the keeping of all forcign influences as much as possible at bay, such 
reasoning would fall on deaf ears, and would have as much chance of being assented 
to as a proposil to the Ameer of Cabul to place his garrison at Herat under the 
command of British officers. Its only effect would be to confinn, as faras Arabistan was 

th : Shall already entertains, with the obstinacy often found 
in a weak man, as regards Seistan—namely, that we are secking to detach under one 
pretext or another valuable outlying paris of his kingdom in which wo feel a special 
aterest. It may, indeed, be doubtful whether, in His Majesty's prosont stato of health,

2, I believe that our object can be attained in a manner more circuitous, Uut leas 

koly to excite the suspicions and vigilance of the Persian Government, through the 
instrumentality of the Road Company, and that the longer Northern Arabistan and 
Ii remain in their present disturbed condition, the easier will it be for us to 
stablish the influence we desiro there. ‘The Sheikh of Mohammeralt has already stated 
to Mr. MacDouall that ho would be willing permanently to police the upper river as far 
as Shelilieh for 1,000 tomans per month, 10 be paid fo him either by us or by the 
Persians. ‘The sum seems to me to be excessive, and Coloncl Douglas agrees with me 
in thinking that 500 tomans (100!) a-month would be as much as the Sheikh could 
reasonably ask for. ‘The effect, however, of such a payment ssould be to render him to 
some extent our subsidized dependent, and to strengthien the holt which our axgurances 
have already given us over him, ‘The next step would be to deal with the Lar tribes, 
and with this object, as soon as we have got Captain Gough's and Mr, Lorimer's 
reports, a heginning should be made by dispatching party of engineers, nominally in 
the pay and under the orders of Messrs. Lynch, but really of His Majesty's Govern: 
ment, 19 Ahwaz. to survey the road theuce to Kinremabi Hd premise inthis 
‘connection that Messrs. Lynch, or the “Road ‘Transport Company,” must, be our“ snan 
of straw” for all purposes of dealing with the tribes of Luristan and Arabistan, as well 
as for any discussions with the Persian Governinent to which such dealings may give 
rise, and that we must use them much as the Russinn Government nses the Banque 
a'Escompte de Perso, and as we have begun, and will, 1 hope, continue, to use for 
our politico-financial objects the Imperial Bank of Persia. Any payments which we 
rinks tthe tribes through our Consuls. would bo represented to the Persian Govern. 
ment ag made by us on behalf of the Road Company,” or of the Euphrates and Tigris 
Steam Navigation Company, and as being in the nature of a subsidy given by us to 
enable these institutious 10 promote British commercial interests, On these lines 
Mr. Lorimer would enter, on behalf of the engineers, into negotiations with the Chief 
of the Sogwand tribe, whom he knows already, and would request him to place such 
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nutaber of guards as might be desided tobe necessary at the disposal of the engineara 
working from Dizful for a given distance northwards towards Khuremabad, until such 
date as the road was satisfactorily completed. Once these men, who would provide 
their own arms, but whom the Bnglish officer in charge of the road party would clothe 
and drill, wore regularly and liberally paid, it would be practically impossible to 
disband them, and the nucleus of our system’ would have been ereated without any 
intervention on the part of the Persian Government, and by a mere private arrange- 
ment between the tribes and an English commercial Company, whose caravans and 
engincers needed protection over a stretch of country through which they were working 
Road Concession given them by the Shah. Similar arrangements would be made 
with the tribes and Chiefs along the central and northern sections of the road up to 
Khuremabad, and the regularity of their pay would probably keep them loyal to us, 
and insure the safety of Messrs. Lynch's caravans, I'am aware that the latter firm do 
not wish for the present to touch Luristan, but propose to begin by developing the 
Kum-lspahan and Kum-Sultanabad sections of their Concession. ‘The cost for the 
present would, therefore, fall mainly on His Majesty's Government, but this would 
resumably be also the case if Earl Percy's scheme were adopted, since he does not, 
Prouppose, suggest that we should ask the Persian Government in its present 
impecimions condition to pay more than a small contribution towards the maintenance 
of this British-officered force. Ultimately, no doubt, its cost, would he charged wholly 
or partially to the subsidy which we pay the Euphrates Navigation Company and the 
Road Tiansnort Company, I do not, however, here presume to offer financial 
suggestions, but merely to point out that while’ a direct proposal to the Tehran 
Government such as that suggested hy Earl Perey would at fthe present juncture 
probably defeat its own objects, they ean probably be finally attained, and an. accom 
plished fact be created by a direct arrangement of an apparentlyhanambitions character 

ween our local Consuls, acting in the nominal interests of a trading and road- 
making Company and the tribes, This is, of course, merely the general outline of my 
plan. Details, which will present the greatest practical difficulties, will have to bo 
Worked ont when wo receive the reports and proposals of Captain Gough and 
Mr, Lorimer, but 1 geg no reason why a beginning should not be made this winter or 
early noxt spring. The more, however, we can keep the Persian Government out of 
activo intervention in these affairs, and they are not likely to interveue actively unless 
‘vo press tliin to do s0, or attrict’ their attention to our proceedings, the better, in my 
opinion, are we likely to succeed, 

T have shown this despatch to Colonel Douglas, who agrees with the views 
oxpressed in, it, and proposes himself to make a tour in Luristan this autumn, and 
to amoct and digcuss the details of the proposed scheme with Mr. Lorimer and Captain 
Gough.

offence are liable to a fine not exceeding 1,000 rupees. 

M, Naus repeated to Mr, Grant Daif that he would be willing to adopt the penalties

Ramazan, 13317, which are reproduced in Chapter IV, and are undoubtedly 
more severe; but he contends that this Law is not under discussion, and when the 
Russian Minister tried some time ago to argue that it liad never been accepted py bis 
Government, he replied to him that its v hnd teen recognized by its mention in 
the observations annexed to Tanff (A) of the Russo-Persian and Anglo-Persian Conven- 
tions, which formed an integral portion of both instruments (see p. of the Treaty Blue 
Book No, 10 of 1908),

WITIE reference to the letter from the Governmont of India’ of the Bist; March 
last, I forvard hierewith a copy of ecorrespondenee* with the Foreign Office on tho 
subject of the proposal to conclude a Protectorate Treaty with Sheikh Almed-bin-

2, Your Excellency will observe that Lis. Majesty's Ambassador at Constan= 
tinople roarete that a further question should bo raised with tho ‘urklah: Govern: 
ment at the present moment, when there are already other matters of importance 
under discussion between the Porto and His Majesty's Government, and that he 
does not consider that: the conclusion of the proposed agreement with Sheikh Ahmed 
is warranted by the delay of the Turkish Government in cancelling the Mudinate 
at Wakra. It appears, however, from his Excelleney’s despatch of the 28th June, 
1904, that he considers that such an agreement might he justified to the Turkish 
Government on the ground that its object is to give His Majesty's Government 
the right to restrain foreign interforence in EL Kafr, without attempting in any 
other way to disturb the status yuo $0 far as the Turkisly Government is concerned, 

8. The decision, therefore, depends upon the question whether the objects to he 
attained by th proposed agreement aro af suficient tmportance to counterbalana thio 
suspicion and ill-will which it would be caleulated to arouse in the mindy of the 
‘Turkish Government, ‘he El Katr coast at. present constitutes a break in the con- 
tinuity of our maritime influence along the shores of this part of the gulf, lying, as it 
does, between the Island of Hahrein and the Pirate Coast. ‘The absence of any agree- 
ment with the Sheikh may prove, in certain contingencies, a hindrance to the proper 
exercise by Tis Majesty's ships of their duties in the suppression of piruoy, and the 
maintenance of the peace of the gulf, {t also presents a difficulty of considerable 
importance from the point of view of the protection of the pearl fisheries from outside 
interference, to whieh reference is made in your letter under reply. 

4, The argunient which Sit N. O'Gonoy baeoe on the multiplicity of points in the 
Persian Gulf, regarding which ho is simultaneously pressing the Ottoman Government, 
is of some weight, and it seems doubtful whether the considerations referred! to in the 
second part of the preecding paragraph are of such immediate and urgent. importance

S f your Lordship's telegram No. 56.4, 1 yesterday communicated ite 
contents to the Grand Vizier, wiio asked me to address my note to the Mushir-et, 
Vowleh rather than to himself. I did this, and handed it this morning to the 
Minister, T observod that, although T had no instructions to demand n reply, 1 should 
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of course be ylad if he could give me a more satisfactory one than his last, but that, 
as far as we were concerned, your Lordship’s declaration closed the discussion, 

Some months ago, when the question was reopened by us, he told me that the 
Persian Government had, in reply to inquiries made by the Russian Legation, informed 
them that Mohammerah was regarded as excluded from the Loan Agreement with 
Russia. 

Unless I press for one, I imagine they will uot send me a written reply, Soasnot 
to draw Russia into it, the Minister for Foreign Affairs professes great anxiety to keop 
the whole correspondence as confidential as possible. 

Being unused to diplomatic communications, the Grand Vizier seemed a little 
disturbed at the concluding portion of your Lordship’s despatch, which, he feared, the 
Shah might think unfriendly, I said it was a friendly warning in view of con 
tingeneies which I trusted would never arise, and not a hostile threat, ‘The Foreign 
Minister took it much more calmly, and, on the ground that Persian control over 
Mohammerah would be opposed to Persian interests, he affected to regard it with 
satisfaction.
